And we believe that he is given into the World , and no Na- 
tion, Countrey, or People excepted, but unto all mankind is 
he given of God, andhath lighrned them , andevery man 
through the World,that believeth in, and receivech Chriſt, 
who is the V Viſdom and Power of the Father, ſhall be ſaved 
with eternal ſalvation; and every one that believeth nor jn 
him}, ſhall be damned, and ſhall poſſeſſe everlaſting miſery. 
And we believe that Sa/vation, Juſtification, and Sanftificars- 
en, is onely in him, and wrought by him , and no other , for 
there is no other Name given under Heaven, but him alone, 
by which ſalvation is.

be poſſeſſed by all that believe not, but continnes in the ſtate 
.of reprobation, and are not changed from the Wayes of fin

And 
we believe the Goſpel of Chriſt is the Power of God unto ſal- 
vation, & that it. oughet9be preached freely unto'all people, 
and Chriſt to be hetd forch 'ro all mankind by the Miniſtry 
ſenc'of-hitn. And we believe this Miniſtry: is received by the 
Sifraf the Holy Ghoſt, and all they that receiver, are law- 
tully called wo che Miniſtry; ang.they may preach the Goipe 
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of Chriſt freely, as they hav Seed it: freely; and this Mi- 
niſtry is not of man, but of God,and is made powerful to the - 
converting of ſinners,and to the bringing of people to God, 
and to the knowledge of -his Wayes. And we do not believe 
that any man is a Miniſter of Chriſt without the piſt of the 
Holy Ghoſt . or that the Goſpel can'be received by natural 
learning or education. And we believe ſuch as preach for hire, 
and bath hire for preaching, are not the lawful called Mini- 
ſters of che Goſpel of Chriſt , ſuch as are proud, andhigh 
minded, and covetous men, who doth not profit the people 
at all, ſuch have run, and were neyer ſent of Chriſt, who cal- 
ſeth by his ſpirit into the Work of the Miniſtry; and as every 
one hath received the gifc of that his Spiric,ſo he may adm- 
niſter to others. | 

Concerning Rulers and Governors; We believe that there 
ought to be-Rulers 2nd-Governors in every Nation, City, 
Countrey, or Town, and chey ought to be ſuch men as fear- 
eth God, and hateth every evil Way,who will judge for God, 
and not for man, and will judge righteouſly, equally, and 
juſtly, and will give true and ſound judgement unto all men, 
without bribery , or reſpe& of perſons, not regarding the 
rich above the poor, but being a praiſe unto all that do well, 
anda terror to all evil-doers whatſoever, having knowledge 
in the pure Law of God, and themſelves continually exerci- 
ſed therein. And we believe that every Law of man ought 
to I upon the Law of God, pure Reaſon and E- 
quity being the foundation-thereof, that Gods Witneſs in'e- 
very man may anſwer to.it; and the Law ought to: be known 
unto all people before tranſgreſſion be charged or puniſhed 
inany man. And we believe that every Tranſgreſſion ought 
to be puniſhed according to its nature, and that the puniſh- 
.ment exceed not the greatneſle of the rranſgreſtion; neither 
-onght any Tranſgreſſor to.eſrape unpuniſhed, neither ought 
any upon falſe ſuſpition or jealoufies to be cauſed to; ſuffer 
ans the teitiniony.of true men, or the confeſſion 'of the 
party, And we believe. that.the Executors of the Law ought 

to be juſt men, and not given to CR aaa : 
other . 
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other evil whatſoever , andought to be choſen every year, 
or otherwiſe, by the common conſeat of all people, and that 
no man be ſtopped of his free choice. And we believe that all 
Governors and Rulers ought to be accountable to the 

ple, and to the next proceeding Rulers, tor all their ations, 
which may be inquired into upon occaſion;and that the chie- 
felt o! the Rulers be ſubje& under the Law,and puniſhable by 
itif they be tranſgreſſors; as well as the pooreſt ot the peo- 
ple: And thus true Judgement and Juſtice will be brought 
forth in the earth, and all that do well will have praiſe, and 
live inreſt and peace and all evil-doers whatſoever may ſtand 
in awe, and be afraid of God, and juſt men, and the executi- 
on of good Laws. | | 

Concerning Religion ; We believe that it is onely the Spi- 
rit of the Lord that makes men truly religious, and that no 
man ought to be compelled to, or from any exerciſe or pra- 
Riſe in Religion, by any outward Law, or Power, -but every 
man ought to be{left free, as the Lord ſhall perſwade his own 
' mind in doing, or leaving undone. this, or the other -praRiſe 
in Religion, andevery manof what profeſſion in Religion 
ſoever, ought to be proteRed in. peace, provided himſelf be 
a man of peate, not ſeeking the wrong of any mans perſon 
or Eſtate. | 2 40” 

And we believe that to reprove falſe Opinions, and un- 
ſound DoErines and Principles, ſeeking to convince them 
thar oppoſe themſelves, by exhortation., or ſharp reproof, 
by Word or Writing , ought: not co be counted a breach of 
the Peace; or to ſirive about the things of the Kingdom of 
God, by men of contrary minds or My » this ought 
not to be puniſhable by che Magiſtrates and their Laws, for 
we believe that. the outward iaw and Powers of the earth is 
onely to preſerve mens perſons &.eſtates,and not to preſerve 
men in Opinions, neither ought the Law of the Narion tobe 
laid upon mens conſciences, to bind thera to, or from ſurh a 
judgement or praGiſe in Religion. And we believe that Chriſt 
is, and oughc onely to be Lord,and Exerciſer of mens con- 
ſciences, and his Spirit oncly muſt lead into allerurh.. .-- G 
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And we believe that ob:dienee and ſubjeRion in the Lord 
belongs to Supertors, and that SubjeRs ought to obey them 
in the Lord that have Rule over them; and chat children 
ought to obey their Parents, and Wives their Husbands, and 
Servants their Maſters in all things , which is according to 
God, which ſtands in the exerciſe of a pure conſcience to- 
wards God : 'But where Rulers, Parents, or Maſters, or any 
other , commandeth or requireth ſubjeRion in any thing 
which is contrary to God, or not according to him, in ſack 
cauſes all people are free, and ought to obey God' rather 
then man; and we believe that herein God will juſtifie them, 
being guided and led by his ſpirit in all that which is good, 
and out of all that which is evil. 

Again, We believe concerning EleQtion and Reprobation, 
that thereisa ſtate of EleRion, anda ſtate of Reprobation, 
aſtate Choſen of God; and a ſtate rejeRted of God, and thac 
all mankind'is in one of rheſe ſtates; all that are eleted, are 
eletedin Chriſt, and all thatare out of him arein the ſtare 
reprobate, bringing forth fruits of death and darkneſs, be- 
ing a child of wrath and diſobedience, in the alienation and 
ſeparation from God, in the tranſgreſſion, unreconciled to 
God, the enmity ruling in the heart, being in the fall, and 
not reſtored to God again, but ignorant of his power, and 
of his Wiſdom , having his underſtanding darkned that he 
cannot fee nor percerye therhings that are-erernat; andin 
this condition his beſt Works are ſin, andin whatſoever he 
doth he cannot be accepted with God, for he is dead to God, 
and alive to all evil, bringing forth all his Works out of thar 
ground which is curſed. Fhis is the condition of all mankind 
upon the face of the Earth, in the firſt Adam and this is the 
ſtateof Reprobation, and all that abide herein arerejeted 
of God, and ſhall never inherit eternal life, but goes into: 
perdition ; yet haveal-fueh a day of Viſitation ,-that they 
may return'out of the ſtate of Reprobation, but hating 
knowledge, and deſpiſing the love of God, they continue in 
the tate reprobate,and the Wrath of God abides upon them: 
But theyghat are choſen of God are Qelivered from: Wrath, 
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Chriſt of oy par a that never tades away.: 
And this we faiabfally | believe, That mercy i#not ſhewed to 
the —_ oy Jadgement to them that are choſen of 
God.
